Solve Transportation Problem 


In the evolutionary theory of the 
origin and development of man and 
all other animal life. God has had a 
hand, Dr. William Kepger. native of 
Gettysburg, member of the faculty of 
the University of Virginia, and called 
as one of the scientific witnesses in 
the recent Scopes trial 
at 
Dayton, 
Tennessee, declared in an address at 
the regular weekly meeting of the 
Gettysburg Lions Club at the Eagle 
Hotel, Monday evening. 
Doctor Kepner, author of a num­ 
ber of books of biological and zoologi­ 
cal subjects, with Mrs. Kepner and 
their son. Hooper Kepner, arrived at 
the home of Mrs. William Hooper, 
Mrs. Kopner’s 
mother.

Single Cell Origin 
Doctor Kepner is an evolutionist, 
because he believes that the origin of 
all animal life, including man. was in 
the single cell, hut he see? the mys* 
teridus workings of a Divine Provi­ 
dence in the whole great scheme of 
change, or evolution, as it is called. 
He declared that a misunderstand­ 
ing between the fundamentalists and 
the evolutionists was the basis ©f the 
Dayton trial where he was summoned 
as an expert witness by the defense. 
Thiyton, according to Doctor Kepner, 
is a progressive, tolerant, and deep- 
ly-religious town, but because hi? time 
was limited, he was unable to go into 
great detail about the trial 
which 
made the little Tennessee mountain 
town famous. 
“Whether you are fundamentalists 
or evolutionists,” he continued, “as 
educated men I want you to give good 
and sufficient reasons for your con­ 
victions.” 
Everything is on the go, changing, 
never the same, and that, according 
to the speaker, is evolution. 
.Some­ 
times, he added, the change is for the 
better, or times for the reverse, 
tjuote* Scripture 
Doctor Kepner quoted passages of 
scripture frequently to illustrate his 
stand as an evolutionist, and a be­ 
liever in the single-cell origin of life. 
Scriptural support for the evolur 
tionistic theory 
wra s quoted by the 
speaker in the passage. “I have come 
into the world that you may have 
life, 
and 
that 
more 
abundantly,” 
illustrating, he said, that life is al­ 
ways becoming more complex, more 
complicated, but always changing. 
One of the high spots of the speak­ 
er’s talk w'as his assertion that “Out 
of a fish-life embryo, God has made 
man,” pointing out certain organs iii 
the throat of man which closely re­ 
semble those of fish. 
“God takes man and makes him dif­ 
ferent.” continued 
Doctor 
Kepner, 
"but the mystery of what composed 
the human body is still undetermined. 
We do not know whether it is mass 
or energy.”

man 
different, the 
speaker 
called attention to a certain race of 
Eskimos which have but thirteen ribs 
and two backbones.

Doctor Kepner warned against the 
danger of evolutionist? becoming ma­ 
terialists, by which process they lose 
their finer sensibilities, 
and 
dwarf 
their personalities. 
"Man is the only self-conscious be­ 
ing,” asserted the speaker. 
“He is 
the only animal that knows that he 
knows a thing, and I like to feel that 
back of all the change and evolution 
that has been going on in this world 
that there is something that make? 
us know that we know. 
"Evolution 
is 
now 
no 
longer 
physical bv psychic, that is, the mind 
and soul are being brought into play, 
whereby man, having been evolved to 
his present state*, can now conquer 
the forces of nature around him and 
make them subservient to his will and 
design.” 
Doctor Kepner's latest book, "Ani­ 
mals, Looking Into The Future,* has 
brought him strongly into the life- 
light as an exponent of evolution. He 
has also written 
on 
“Animal 
Be­ 
haviour” and 
"Animal 
Histology.” 
Doctor Kepner is a graduate of Frank­ 
lin and Marshall College, Lancaster. 
He later studied in Germany.

Start Campaign 
Against Beetle 


Milton, 
Aug. 
4.— Agents 
of the 
state departm ent of agriculture are 
making a drive on Montgomery island 
near here against infection by the 
Japanese beetle. 
Late last season sev­ 
eral beetles were found on th e island 
and as a result the foliage is being 
treated to a series of sprays. 
Al­ 
though no beetles have been found 
this season, departm ent 
agents 
are 
scouring the country for eight or ten 
miles in all directions from the island 
in an effort to discover any possible 
traces of the insect. 
A number of theories have been ad­ 
vanced as to the appearance of the 
beetles on the island, ^ie most gen­ 
erally accepted one being th a t they 
were brought to the section by tou r­ 
ists who had come through from the 
infested district 
near 
Philadelphia, 
making this place their 
first 
stop. 
The nearest section in which the beetle 
had been found prior to its advent 
here was on the edge of the south­ 
eastern section of Berks county.
